CLAIMS G. O. P. TARIFF BILL WILL 
RAISE COST OF LIVING AND 
DO FARM ER NO GOOD 
W ashington, Sept. 12.—(U.P) — The 
democratic party has progressed from 
the old theory of tariff for 
revenue 
only and will fight now for a competi­ 
tive tariff based upon the difference 
of cost of production at 
home 
and 
abroad, Senator Furnifold Simmons of 
North Carolina, the democratic tariff 
spokesman, told the senate today in 
opening formal debate on the pending 
republican $600,000,000 tariff bill. 
The slight frame of the North Caro 
lina senator, who fought his 
party’s 
presidential nominee, Gov. Smith, in 
the last campaign, shook as he de­ 
nounced the republican bill, a measure 
which, he said, would raise the cost of 
living and do the farmer no good. 
The republicans. Simmons said, have 
advanced from the theory of a protec­ 
tive tariff to a position of 
practical 
exclusion of foreign products which 
new theory, Simmons contended, was 
exemplified in the pending bill. 
Simhaons left no doubt that he in 
tended to speak for Qie party in pro­ 
pounding his tariff philosophy. 
“I do not want, and the party does 
not want, to see any American indus­ 
try swamped by foreign competition, 
he said, 
before a senate 
chamber 
crowded to hear the first set speech 
on tariff. 
“But i{. does not wish to build a wall 
around this country so high 
as 
to 
practically shut off importation of for­ 
eign products and at the same time 
cut off or unduly restrict the exporta­ 
tion of American products.” 
Simmons said the republican 
bill 
was framed to meet the requests of 
big corporations for higher rates so 
they m ight build up more solid mono­ 
polies in the United States. The farm 
rates are merely an excuse because so 
few farm products are imported into 
this country. He called the farm rates 
fake rates” and “quack duties,” which 
would be “useless and Ineffective.” 
“I am opposed to this bill because 
it discrim inates against the great mass 
of American consumers in favor 
of 
the already over-protected industries,” 
he continued, "because it will raise the 
excessive rates of the present law to 
a basis in many instances but little 
short of absolute prohibition and ex­ 
clusive of com petitive products from 
abroad; because it will greatly increase 
the tariff taxes now paid by the people 
in the prices paid in the purchase of 
industrial products while they but in­ 
crease the annual burden of tariff tax­ 
ation imposed upon the 
consuming 
m asses not thousands or millions but 
billions of dollars; because it will in­ 
crease the cost of living, already ab­ 
normally high and encourage further 
monopolization and price fixing in the 
over-protected industries.”

A NEW FLARE-UP OF F IR E IN 
COLEVILLE NATIONAL FOR­ 
EST IN WASHINGTON 
Portland, Ore., Sept. 12.—(U.E)—Car­ 
rying terror before it and leaving no­ 
thing but destruction in 
its 
wake, 
flames roared over vast area* of Ore­ 
gon and W ashington today. 
The worst fire In the Pacific north­ 
west is raging at Triangle Lake, w est­ 
ern Lake county, Oregon, where every 
man, woman, child and creature fled 
before the singeing, menacing flames 
of a forest fire burning out of control. 
Recruits are being sent from Spo­ 
kane to elnforce the 350 men fighting 
the conflagration, which has already 
spread over 35,000 acres. 
Another fire burning along a two- 
mile front swept down the Camas val­ 
ley between Roseburg and Cvoa Bay 
today. 
More than IOO men are fight­ 
ing this blaze. 
A new flare-up of the fire in Cole­ 
ville national forest in Washington, 
near the Canadian boundary is mom­ 
entarily expected by fire wardens, who 
are watching the blaze carefully. Num­ 
erous smaller fires are reported.

The report said there had been an 
engagem ent on the western front also, 
near Manchu!!, and th a t Soviet troops 
scored victories in all engagements. 
Many White Russians (Czarists) were 
reported to have been captured. 
The newspaper Izvestia, in one of 
the strongest, editorials it has printed 
since breaking off of ielations between 
Russia and China, said: 
“The Chinese militarists will have 
the strongest proof of the determ ina­ 
tion and ability of the Soviets to pre­ 
vent furthe provocative raids on So­ 
viet territory." 


Mukden, Sept. 12

munique today said the Chinese had 
repulsed another Soviet attack early 
today near 8uifen-Ho. 
The Soviets attacked with artillery, 
machine guns and airplanes and the

APPARENTLY HAD BEEN TOR­ 
TURED FOR SEVERAL 
HOURS 
Chicago, Sept. 12.—(U.E) — Ton days 
after the murder of hi* political op­ 
ponent, Charles S. Brown, 85-year-old 
ward leader, was kidnaped, tortured 
and shot to death last night. 
Brown's body, the skull pierced by 
a dozen bullets, was thrown to the 
street from an automobile on the west 
side shortly before 
midnight. 
Deep 
gashes on the forehead and bruises on 
the body indicated the politician had 
been tortured for several hours. 
Police said the bullets 
apparently 
were fired into the man’s head as he 
lay on the floor of the touring car 
pleading with hi* captor*. 
Brown was a precinct captain for 
Alderman Dorsey Crowe in the forty- 
second ward during the 
last 
alder­ 
manic election. 
Henry Connors, the 
forty-second ward leader for Richard 
R. Pendegast, Alderman Crowe’s op­ 
ponent, was assassinated ten days ago 
in a north side cafe. 
Police were convinced Brown’s mur­ 
der was in direct retaliation for the 
Connors death. 
Pendergast, himself, 
told police that enemies made by his 
political ativities probably accounted 
for Connors’ death. 
Several persons heard the shots that 
killed Brown and saw his body tossed 
from the rear of the touring car into 
the street. 
Brown’s friends had not 
seen him since early afternoon, lead­ 
ing to the belief that he had been 
kidnaped and carried on a torture ride 
for several hours before he was killed. 
The slain man had been in politics 
only a short time. 
In addition to his 
political activities, he was a carnival 
worker, 
operating 
small 
fairs 
for 
church and club groups.

B y proclamation of the President and the Governors of the 
various States, one week each year is known as “ Fire P revention 
Week.” 
This year, the days from October (J to 12, inclusive, will 
be so observed. 
This observance serves principally as a symbol 
for what every citizen should do the year round in the exercise of 
fire prevention methods and in protecting his family and his prop­ 
erty against fire. 
Fire Prevention Week serves to emphasize the need of safe­ 
guards. 
It more or less dramatizes the constant efforts that are 
being made by states, municipalities, stock fire insurance com­ 
panies, and various organizations and individuals to reduce the 
national fire waste, whch amounts to approximately $500,000,000 
annually. 
However, the lessons learned during the week; the ad­ 
vice given; the precautions stressed by newspapers, public speak­ 
ers, posters and ethel publicity means should be applied during 
the fifty-two weeks of every year. 
There should be no occasion to say that for seven days Fire 
Prevention Week brings beneficial results, but that during the 
balance of the year the people lapse into careless practices. Every 
week must be Fire Prevention Week, if this country is to further 
reduce its terrific sacrifice to fire, a sacrifice which not only in­ 
volves close to half a billion dollars of property values, but which 
exacts the still greater penalty of some ten thousand lives snuffed 
out through causes which, rn nearly every instance, are easily pre­ 
ventable. 
This loss of human life, which cannot be reckoned in 
dollars and cents, means that society has been deprived of lives 
which otherwise would have been contributed to the progress and 
prosperity of the community. 
The proclamation of the President and of the various Gover­ 
nors should be supplemented daily by a determination on the par! 
of every good citizen to keep the spirit of h ire Prevention Week 
alive from its last day to the first day of the next. 
Whether we, 
as a community, shall be more or less efficient in safeguarding its 
values, its progress and its prosperity depends Upon how thor­ 
oughly each individual does his duty.
